4 . of all days, he was sentenced to 10 years’ imprlson- 
ment in Pankrac prison. Prague The court ruled that 
he could be relea.^ed for good behavior after five years. 


Eleven week.s later the now Czech amba ^ador to 
the United States rereived a iKKMile reception when 
he presented his credent;al.-> to Pre-ident Trum an and 
Seri'etary of State Arhe.Non. Both American.- cited the 
Oatis case as a ma.ior element in the deterioratirin of 
Czech-American relation.s Meantime, on Ju ly 31 
the 
United 
States 
had 
canceled 
trade 
eonces-ion.s 
to 
Czechoslovakia. In September 1951 the United States, 
Great Britain and France banned Czech airline flights 
over W est Germ any. 


The name of Oatis came up again in November, 
when Ache.sfin in a m ajor .speech to the UN General 
A.ssembly cited the Oatis case as an example “ of 
how free journalism is delibpra’ely throttled by to tal­ 
itarian regim es” In an a.s.sembly committee debate 
the following Ja n u a ry the U S delegate called the 
trial of Oatis a “ grotesque performance.” The Ru.sstan 
delegate replied that OatLs had been “ caught red- 
handed” and that other “ spies” sent to East Euroi>e 
“ wrill get w hat they deserve and many of them w ill 
tn vy those whose fate is only a pri.son .sentence ”

Ja n u a ry 1952. the U, S. Treasury 
Departm ent had seized a $15 million unassembled steel 
mill bought here by the pre-Red Czech government. 
This action was taken under the 1917 trading-with- 
the-enemy act. 
Oati.s wa.s used as a witness, according to the 
rzech radio, against 12 per.'ions convicted of e.spion- 
age on M arch 15. 1952. On April 30 the then U. S. 
amba.ssador, E O. Briggs, was allowed to visit Oatis 
in the presence of Czech police 
The event started 
speculation that OatLs might soon be released Briggs 
said that Oatis apfreared in good health. Oati.s was 
visited by the U. S. charge d affaires on October 27, 
again in the presence of police He asked for book.s 
on 
playwrightlng, music, science. 
Another new 
Czech amba.s.-ador to Wa.shington 
had been given a cold reception by Pre.sident Trum an 
three days earlier.

WASHINGTON 
As the fateful K orean truce talks 
a re re su m e d , tho hope lingers on in 
official circle* that the Soviets and 
their 
Chinese 
C om m unis t 
allies 
a re genuinely e age r for an easing 
of world tensions. But this hope 
is notably d i m m e r than it was a 
few weeks ago. 


The m a in reason for this d im ­ 
ming of hope is to be found in the 
small, little-known, jungle-covered 
state of Laos, in Indo-China. 


The Comm unist invasion of Laos 
m a y be directly connected with the 
Soviet-Chinese initiative which ha* 
led to the Korean tr uce talks, lf 
this is so, it m a y also be that the 
invasion of Loas and the c u rr e n t 
Soviet 
pea ce offensive, 
including 
the Korean truce talks, were plan ­ 
ned som e 
tim e 
ago,

Both the Chinese an d Indo-Chin­ 
ese C omm unis ts began h a m m e ri n g 
on a new p ro paganda th e m e even 
before Stalin died. The new th em e 
is menacingly rem iniscent of J a ­ 
p a n ’s war-time drive for a “ G r e a t­ 
er 
E a s t 
Asia 
Co-Prosperity 
Sphere. " 
The Com m unis ts have 
been beating the d r u m s for the 
creation of a “ G re a te r Thai A re a ." 


This new “ D emocra tic Peoples' 
Republic”

Laos 
is 
virtually 
defenseless. 
Aging King Sisavang Vong has a 
few thousand native troops. 
But 
the Laotians a re a cheerful, indo­ 
lent, and notably unm a rtia l people, 
and it is highly im pro bab le that 
they will put up m uch of a fight 
against G ia p ’s hardened guerrilla 
veterans. 
The F re n c h a re truing d esp e r­

garrison, which am o u n ts to h a r d ­ 
ly m o re than a c o rp o r a l’s guard 
But 
reinforcem ents

If the C om munist s wish to e sta b ­ 
lish their “ G r e a t e r Thai A r e a " in a 
hurr y. 
Laos 
provides

jumping-off place for an invasion of 
Thailand or Burm a. 


If they a r e willing to wait. aa 
overt invasion might not be neces­ 
sary. 
Infiltration and oth er pre s­ 
sures might topple weakly defend 
ed and politically turbulent Sia m 
and B urm a of their own weight 


The more pessimistic officials in­ 
te r p re t these facts in so m e su< h 
fashion as follows. As George F i n ­ 
nan and others have pointed out, 
the process of C om m unis t imperial 
expansion is like the flowing o ' a 
g re a t m a s s of liquid, which con. 
tinue.x to spread out, around ob­ 
stac les which stop it. 
The Chin­ 
ese Communists hav e been stop­ 
ped in Korea. 
Their Indo-Chinese 
allies have been stoppl'd in Viet 
N am . 
The invasion of Laos r e p ­ 
resents a Jflowing-around process. 


Before starting the flow, a ccord­ 
ing to this interpretation, a m a j o r 
p e a c e offensive a cc om pa nie d by a 
K orean truce initiative would of 
for certain very g re at a dvanta ges. 
II would serve to conce ntrate the 
attention of the United States a n d 
its allies on Korea. 
If a Korean 
truce 
w ere 
actually 
negotiated. 
this would free the ha nds of the 
Chinese Com m unists for a drive on 
Southeast Asia. 


At the s a m e time, the negotia­ 
tions in Korea combined with the 
inc rease d pre ssure in Indo-China 
might impel the F re nch, weary cif 
the terrible burden of the Inoo- 
C hinese war, to a g re e to a “ tr u c e ” 
of som e kind in Indo-China 
Th s 
would simplify the problem of sc/. 
m g control of Southeast Asia. 


This sounds all too logical. But it
